Colorfully costumed dancers, lively Mariachi music and special 
speakers were all a part of this week’s Cinco de Mayo celebration at 
SAC. 

A speech by Art Torres, the 56th State District Assemblyman, 
will be given today, at 11 a.m. in the amphitheater as a part of the 
closing ceremonies. 

The weeks activities began Monday at 9 a.m. with a flag raising 
ceremony. Paul Reilly, from La Universidad De Las Americas, 
Puebla, Mexico, presented a slide show on the concept of Cinco de 
Mayo. 

Tuesday's activities began with a performance of folk dances by 
the Spurgeon Junior High School students. 

At noon, Mike Silvas, a lawyer, spoke on the topic ‘‘How the Law 
is Accessable to the Chicano.” 

Wednesday, the Santa Ana High School Dancers and El Teatro de 
Espiritu De Aztlan, from Centro Placentia, made their presentation. 

Thursday was highlighted by the music and dance of Mariachi Los 
Aguilillas and a performance of traditional dances by the 
Relampago del Cielo Folklorico de Santa Ana. 

More traditional Mexican dancing and music were performed 
Monday night before an enthusiastic packed house in Phillips Hall. 
The Ballet Folklorico Mexicano had a return engagement sponsored 
by the Community Services Office. 

The internationally acclaimed dance troup demonstrated regional 
folk dances from various states of Mexico. Tamaulipecos, Oaxaca, 
Sonora, Morelos, Veracruz, Jalisco and Chiapas regions have all 
developed distinctly unique forms of dancing. And all of these 
people created colorful native dress corresponding to their primary 
occupations; ranching, fishing, urban, or agriculture. 

Many other religious and foreign influences are integrated in the 
hand-made, intricately tooled leather suits of the men and women 
dancers. European taste in imported lace was evident in the 
costumes of the nine women of the troupe. Indian design and color 
were hand-embroidered into the peasent blouses and skirts. 

“Each girl in the company has approximately $2,000 worth of 
authentic native costumes,’’ according to Julieta Pastor, wardrobe 
lady. ‘‘Some of the people own their costumes, others are provided 
by the company.’ 

The 30-member professional group has been dancing for 11 years 
under general director Graciela Tapia. Operating out of her studio in

On tour much of the year, the group has traveled all over the world 
performing in front of diverse audiences from the World's Fair, 
schools and communities. Tapia once performed in Red China ata 
show in Peking attended by Communist Party Chief Mao Tse-tung. 
According to the choreographer, “The Chinese people were very nice 
and friendly.” 

The group operates under the auspices of the Mexican government 
during intercultural exchanges. They are independent, but do receive 
some support from south of the border. 

North of the border, Tapia has found receptive audiences, 
especially in California that has so much Mexican heritage. She feels 
the purpose of her group is to “Give Chicanos, especially the 
children, a feeling of their culture, their ancestors.” 

Cinco de Mayo, the fifth of May, is celebrated by many 
Mexican-Americans. It is the anniversary of the battle of Guadalupe, 
fought near Puebla, Mexico, in 1862. The French imperialist dynasty 
was so confident of victory in Mexico, that they sent a mercenary 
army to take control. But a determined band of guerillas and regular 
army troops rallied to defeat the invasion of their homeland. They 
won the battle, but lost the war. Napolean III sent an expeditionary 
force to Mexico the following year and conquered the nation, 
setting up Emperor Maximillian in his ill-fated reign.

Poor sound, ventilation 
hamper Mason concert 


Looking slightly haggard after his performance at Cook 
Gym last Saturday night, Dave Mason found a brief 
moment between searching for a soft-drink and greeting 
friends to state his feelings about the show. 

“It was nice,” he said simply. He shrugged and added, 
“It was great,” before being herded aboard a waiting bus 
headed for Santa Barbara and another concert. 

While these sentiments were largely echoed by foot- 
stomping concert-goers, el DON feels that there are 
several factors to be considered before future events are 
scheduled. 

One difficulty was pointed out by Mason’s manager, 
Ron Stone, who responded to a question about future 
gym concerts by his client with a flat “No.” 

Complaining about the facility, Stone explained, “It's 
too small and it’s too hot.” 

Another major problem was the inadequate restroom 
facilities — particularly for the ladies, many of whom had 
to endure half an hour of waiting in line. This should be 
corrected — possibly by bringing in some portable 
“johnny-on-the-spot” or similar facility. 

While security guards and ushers tried to reduce the 
fire risk presented by smokers they allowed the aisles on 
the gym floor and in front of the bleachers to become con- 
gested. Walkways should be kept clear for convenience 
and emergency access or exit. 

The most difficult problem to solve is that of poor sound 
quality endured by those who arrived too late to get seats 
on the floor. The enjoyment of the bleacher-sitters would 
be well enhanced if a method could be found to correct 
the echo and distortion of the gym’s accoustics. 

Even with these difficulties everyone seems to agree 
that it was a successful concert from the standpoint of 
audience enjoyment. 

Community Services Director Stew Case said, “It was a 
really good concert. Everyone was generally well 
behaved.” 

Using the cheering, dancing, clapping and singing of 
the concert-goers as an indicator, el DON agrees that the 
event was a success overall. We urged that the problems 
encountered be worked on and overcome so that more 
rock ’n’ roll can visit this campus.

It read ‘’Fazio’s Fine Foods.” 

Acquaintances based on Fazio’s Fine Foods are 
far from ideal, but it served as a starting point and 
for the next hour Tam and | stood amidst the 
surrounding marine-green wilderness and asked 
each other questions. Roughly 25 per cent of the 
answers were lost, either linguistically or to the din 
of Vietnamese announcements blared out over a 
public address system. 

Tam was a law student in Saigon. One day 
recently, he went out to Tan Son Nhut airport to 
bid farewell to a friend who had decided that 
Saigon was no longer the Indochinese equivalent 
of Philadelphia.

for Guam. Seven days later, a second plane 
advanced him to El Toro. Two days later, he stood 
bumming a match off an American journalism 
student. 

“What happened to Saigon?’ he asked, and | 
found it hard to believe he hadn’t heard. But Tam 
now lives in Camp Talega, with its steady diet of 
rumors, and | imagined that his query was aimed 
only at confirmation of what he already knew and 
feared. 

"President Mihn surrendered,’ | responded. 
“Several hours later, the Viet Cong occupied the 
city; the Revolutionary Government is now in 
power.” 

Tam dragged on his cigarette and looked at the 
ground. His father and mother are still in Saigon. 
Did they too wish to leave? ‘’Yes; of course,’’ he 
replied, “‘Why would they want to stay there?”’ 

Over a cup of coffee, we continued to discuss 
Tam’s present and future predicament, in search of 
the elusive, perfect solution. But it wasn’t 
forthcoming, perhaps because Tam’s case is only 
one of thousands and the perfect solution should 
apply to all. 

What will happen now? Tam believes Americans 
cannot afford to sponsor refugees and there are no 
jobs available for Vietnamese. ‘‘What can | do?”’ he 
asks repeatedly. ‘What can | do?” Tam’s uncle in 
Michigan has been contacted by immigration 
authorities, but he denies that he is related to any 
of the incoming refugees. 

Soon, the time allotted for my visit expired. 
Tam shook my hand and returned to his post atop 
a retaining wall, from which he scanned the faces 
of new arrivals and contemplated, without 
perspective, the uncertainty of tomorrow. 


Information Practice Act 
two hundred years late-

Governmental agencies have, in recent years, 
been guilty of amassing ‘‘personal files’’ on private 
citizens about which they (the citizens) usually 
know nothing. 

Fortunately, State Senator George Moscone 
(D-San Francisco/San Mateo) has introduced 
major legislation dealing with the problem of 
governmental invasion of privacy. 

The Moscone Information Practice Act of 1975, 
as it is titled, is scheduled for its first hearing in 
the Senate Governmental Organization Committee 
on Tuesday. Its passage is vital. 

The bill itself is specific in its rules, and brings 
to the state and local levels many of the same 
restrictions placed on the federal government by 
the Privacy Act of 1974. 

The new law would apply to ‘‘all personally 
identifiable records on individuals maintained by 
all state and local agencies.” . 

The rights of the individual insured by the Act 
are: 

1. The right to be notified in writing which state 
and local government agencies have a personal 


record on you. 

2. The right to inspect your personal records and 
correct any information you think is inaccurate, 
irrelevant or outdated. 

3. The right to stop any state or local agency from 
collecting information on how you exercise 
your freedom of speech, religion or association. 

4. The right to prevent any agency from disclosing 

_ your personal files without your consent. 

5. The right to sue in state court if any agency 
improperly discloses your personal record or 
fails to correct and update your record. 

6. The right to refuse to give your Social Security 
number to an agency unless it is required by 
law. 

Ironically, it has taken new legislation to 
pinpoint a freedom which was outlined nearly 200 
years ago. 

Nothing would be moré appropriate to 
America’s bicentennial celebration than for its 
people to know, as they did when the Fourth 
Amendment was written, that ‘The right of the 
people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers 
and effects . . . shall not be violated.”’

No. It’s Ken  Whitbeck, 
instructor of film-making at 
SAC, showing one of his 
students about the different 
ways of making a scene more 
effective.

Whitbeck, holder of a Master’s 
Degree in Film Education from 
USC’s Cinema Department, is 
quite happy about the response 
to his introductory film-making 
class.

Because of the class's 
popularity, it will be offered 
again in the fall. ‘‘I’d urge 
anyone interested in films to 
take both the production and 
the film history classes,’’ he said. 

Even though it is listed in the 
course catalog under both 
photography and theatre arts, 
Whitbeck said, ‘‘We’ve had 
people come in with no photo or 
theatre arts background 
whatsoever.”’

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SAC ends bleak baseball season 
with make-ups of rainout, protest

The ‘‘Lost Season” has been laid to rest. 

At least that is what the 1975 SAC baseball 
slate could be called. However, although the Dons 
had won only 11 games up to press time, they still 
had a chance to play a big role in the final 
standings of the South Coast Conference. 

The Dons’ two games this week were make-up 
games of a rained out game with Fullerton and a 
protested loss to Mt. SAC. 

The latter game has proven to be quite a story. 

About three weeks ago, the Dons were visiting 
Mt. SAC in hopes of continuing their league win 
streak -- to two games. 

The Mounties got off to a 1-0 lead against Ed 
Nichols, starting his first game of the season for 
SAC. But, that is all they got as the diminutive 
right-hander held the offensive-minded Mounties 
to just four hits up to the seventh inning. 

Unfortunately, SAC went hitless until the same 
inning, when Rick Oliver and Tom Buckley singled 
back-to-back. A potential rally was killed when 
Oliver was picked off first base. 

Things then got really interesting. 

Mountie shortstop Marty Shephard led off the 
bottom of the seventh by walking. Catcher Tom 
Yaklin then singled him to third. SAC Coach Jim 
Reach paid Nichols a_ visit on the. mound, 
whereupon he was ordered by umpire Jack Kahn 
to remove his pitcher. 

According to the arbitrator, Reach had used his 
quota of trips to the mound, but the Don coach 


argued otherwise -- and lost. Nichols came out and 
Mt. SAC jumped on reliever Clark Reeder for two 
runs. 

Reach argued his case to the conference 
commissioner, and convinced him that the umpire 
had misinterpreted the rule concerning trips to the 
mound, and that Nichols could have stayed in. 

So the game was played from the point of 
protest yesterday, which was Shephard on third, 
Yaklin at first, and Frank Marini at bat with a 2-1 
count on him. 

However, Nichols wasn’t in his spot. He 
developed tendonitis in his pitching elbow, and is 
taking cortisone shots to ease the pain. Reach 
could not be contacted concerning his 
replacement, but one thing for sure, it wasn’t Gary 
Gerber. 


Gerber has pitched in just two games this 
season, has allowed only seven hits and not 
allowed an earned run. 

“Gary will pitch the Fullerton game on 
Tuesday,’’ Reach said earlier. Gerber’s first outing 
was against the Hornets, and he allowed only a 
single in seven innings of hurling. 

Sports of all kinds have been referred to as a 
game of inches, or a game of seconds. But the 
1975 SCC season could come down to one single 
call going the wrong way. If SAC made a 
comeback against Mt. SAC, and upset Fullerton, 
some other teams besides the Dons are feeling lost.
